Terrorism 1m Texas—.TJntou FeellnK in 
the Soutli-Wc.t.

Mr. Duncan of Mass., who left Texas 


about three weeks ago, informed ua that 
when the vote on tha ordinance of secession 
was taken, he saw at Harrisbnrg two men' 
from Boston who were led up' to the polls 
and forced to vote for secession. 
They had 


resided in Texas but three months, and a 
law requires a residence of a year. 
In 


Richmond a southern man narrowly escap- 
ed hanging, because he put in a vote for 
Union; At New Brannfels, a German vil- 
lage, a committee came down from Austin, 
and attempted to raise a secession flag.— 
The people tore it down. 
The committee 


then told them if they attempted to vote for 
Union, they would be driven out of the 
state for abolitionists, and very-few of them 
voted for Union. 
The city of Austin and 


its county have voted for TJniun constantly. 
The city of San Antonio1 is'largely for Un- 
ion. In Texas there is a great scarcity of 
provisions. In the whole of western Texas 
there has been a failure of crops for the 
last five years, and there is a most gloomy 
prospect for the present year. Should there 
be no crop this year, men said that land 
which they bought at $25 an acre could not 
be sold for twenty cents. Mechanics were 
leaving by hundreds, There waa no work 
for them and no money to pay them. 
In 


western Texas cattle were scarce. Texas 
ia largely dependent on New Orleans for 
provisions. 
The agent of a line of steam;, 


ers between New Orleans and GaTveston 
told him that his four vessels had carried 
73,000 barrels of provisions to Texas in 
three months. 
The effect can be imagined 


when this is stopped. 
They cannot now 


plant potatoes or other vegetables.

must be planted in January or February.

open air at Houston, Texas, that if any one 
should say anything against the southern 
confederacy, or in favor of the Union, he 
should be summarily dealt with as a traitor.' 


Mr. Duncan is very sure that there is a 


strong under-current of Union feeling in the: 
south. In traveling over 400 miles, with 
but two exceptions he talked with no man 
who did not say he was in favor of the Un- 
ion. 
He went over to Texas with the cour- 


ier from Louisiana to the convention, at Aus- 
tin. 
The courier oh the way said to him 


that intimate friends of his were in the 
Charleston convention, and it was a con- 
certed plan with them to break up the dem- 
ocratic party and elect Lincoln, so as to get 
an opportunity to secede. 
He said also 


that he had been president of a society for 
five years, which had branches all over the 
state of Louisiana, and the object of which 
was to circulate Disunion sentiments. This 
courier was George Williamson. Governor 
Houston announced that he would speak in 
Galveston lately. He was wailod upon by 
a secession committee, and requested not.to 
proceed, as his remarks were higly offensive 
to the majority of those there. He answer- 
ed that he should proceed, and did, and was 
not molested any further. -Gov. Houston 
told Mr. Duncan that the feeling in Austin 
was so strong in favor of the Union that 
had he given the word.he could have turn- 
ed the convention out of the city. He told 
him also that he wrote to Twiggs to hold 
firm in his position, for he might need to 
call upon, him ; and had Twiggs not proved 
a traitor, Texas would have been saved to 
the Union. 
He said there was no office he 


would accept but to put himself at the head 
of the Union reaction movement in the 
south. 
. 


In New Orleans everything was very qui- 


et; the only American flag flying was on 
the Star of the West beneath the secession 
flag. He was told that the captnro of the 
Star of the West was regretted for fear of 
the indignation that it would call down on 
them fromthe north. There-was great ap- 
prehension there of an attack. 


At Memphis the Louisville boat, which 


he took, was stopped nnd the passengers left 
to get north as best they could. 
Some of 


them took the cars. 
A Mr. Coolidge, in 


speaking of the discourtesy of the captain 
in not fulfilling his agreement, said to Mr. 
Duncan that that was " a fine specimen of 


from his carriage, he stood for a few mo 
ments fearlessly before the crowd, to con 
verse1 with some .friends. 
I followed him 


with other gentlemen into an "adjoining 01 
fice. , There were present about twenty 
mostly prominent.secessionists, but friend 
of the General. All united in entreating 
him not to persist in spenking,J when i 
would inevitably be at the peril of his life 
The brave man, however, bad but- one an 
swer : '!! have lived in vain, gentlemen, i 
I cannot now speak -what I think. If i 
has come to that here, I may as well die 
now as nt any time." 


A prominent secessionist, whose name is 


conspicuous among the rebels' of Texas 
Gen. Nichols, during the conversation, pul 
numerous questions to-Hoiiston-tou'ching 
his present position. 
He asked Houston ii 


he had ever said that Jeff. Davis was a per- 
fidious traitor, and was aiming at dictatori- 
al powers. Turning to him with a look ol 
withering contempt, the old Gen'l replied : 
"I did say so, and in the presence of God I 
think so ; and I will say what I think tho' 
the thunders blast me here." As we start- 
ed to go up to the place where Houston 
had appointed to speak, I heard » man in

Houston replied that he 
would speak in the open air then, and walk- 
ed fearlessly through the crowd to an eleva- 
ted balcony, commenced his address with- 
out the least trace of agitation or alarm vis- 
ible upon his countenance. After alluding 
briefly to the events which had transpired 
since he .was- last at Galveston, he boldly 
vindicated his own character from the cal- 
umnies which had been heaped upon him 
by some of the lying journals in Texas.— 
He then characterized the secession ot Tex- 
as as iniquitous and prejudicial in every 
way to her best interests.

The currency question is uppermost at 


Chicago, where the ai-iansement to.take 
a "long list1' of banks "till the end of the 
war," has "busteu up," and thrown com' 
mereial mutters into pi. 
The railroads 


iave now taken the thing in hand, and have 
issued their "list," with prices annexed.— 
This is not satisfactory to merchants and 
bankers, who are getting up private "lists" 
of their own, and sending them to their 
country customers. It is useless to copy 
any of them, as the country has come to 
toe sensible conclusion not to take any Illi- 
nois 
currency until its specie Jvalue is 


known. 


We are going on quite'smoothly here in 


money mailers, and will continue to do so, 
for a while, if the legislature does not make 
things worse, by its tinkering. The sus- 
pension of specie payment until the 1st of 
December was bad enough, and we trust its 
extension to March 1st will not be thought 
of. We mast, sooner or later, go through 
with the same process of reducing irrespon- 
sible currency to its specie value, that we 
now witness in Chicago, because the de- 
fanct banks of Wisconsin must be bnried 
out of sight, as well as in Illinois. Coin, 
or its equivalent in exchange at specie rates, 
is the touchstone to tell whether there is 
any life in ;v bank. Exchange here to-day, 
is eight per cent, for currency, or three- 
fourths of one per cent, for gold. 
What 


makes the difference of 7 J per cent. ? Bad 
currency—irredeemable paper, which the 
sound banks are carrying along, and in or- 
dsr to pay the risk, they charge TJ per cent. 
This is not the price of exchange, but 
marks the depreciation of our currency.— 
How long will this stand ? We don't pre- 
tend to know, bnt we are quite sure it will 
end one of thesa days ; and those banks in 
Wisconsin, as well as in Illinois, whose bills 
are not convertible into specie, or exchange 
at its real value, will be sorted out, and 
they will pass for only what they are worth. 


A STAMPEDE.—The Madison Argus says : 


"General orders were received by Adjutant 
General Utley that the field officers of the 
volunteer regiments must be appointed from 
the company officers, and that none but en- 
listed members of companies can be ap- 
pointed to any office. 
This caused a sad- 


den and harried departure of a large num- 
ber of gentlemen who were anxiously await- 
ing various posts of profit and honor in 
the military service. Some two hundred 
and fifty left, or are standing on the order 
of their going." 


This scattering of office seekers who are 


anwilling to incur the hardships and obscu- 
rity of the ranks Trill displease nobody but 
themselves. 
The private who shoulders his 


musket and knapsack gives a better exhi- 
bition of true patriotism than a plumed and 
epanletted officer who seeks his position to 
gratify a personal vanity or retrieve a brok- 
en reputation. Promotion from the ranks 
is the true method to obtain military skill 
and reward faithful service. 


THE BLOCKADE.—Privateers are to bo 


treated as pirates in England. 
The Lon- 


don Post of the 4th of May, the organ of 
Lord Palmerston, declares that our nation*! 
government is at war with insurgents, and 
that Mr. Lincoln has undoubtedly the right 
to declare a blockade of the southern ports, 
and treat all southern privateeri as pirates. 
The English press generally coincides with 
this view. 


QUICK WORK.—Last week the ladies of 


Boston were informed that five thousand 
shirts, for soldiers, were required within 24 
hours. They joined with them some of the 
ladies of Eoxbury, secured the assistance 
of sewing-machines, went to work in "Lib- 
erty Hall," their head-quarters, and had the 
whole number completed within the allotted 
time. 
. 


. One of the effects of secession in 


Mississippi is to destroy all insurances ex- 
cept by home companies. Attorney Gen- 
eral Wharton. of that'state, has given an 
official opinion to the effect that tha licenses 
cf "various foreign insurance companies" 
cannot be renewed in that state. The rea- 
sons assigned are that the state code re- 
quires the agents of such companies to fur- 
nish satisfactory evidence that each com- 
pany is secured by investments in utocks 
held " by citizens of the United States," 
and that as the United States " no ionger 
exist," the agents cannotrenew their licenses. 


The people of Savannah are luxuriating 


in a bountiful supply of fruits and vegeta- 
bles, which are now all consumed at home, 
instead of being shipped north as formerly. 


The'New Orleans Delta says that the 


cost of maintaining the southern array at 
Fort Pickens is $10,000 per day; also, that 
the time for taking the old seat of govern- 
ment at Washington, without a desperate 
battle, is evidently gone by.

Tho following interesting letter is ad- 


dressed to Mr. E. G. Harlow, of this city, 
from his brother in the cainp at Cairo: 


CAMP DEFIANCE, CAIRO, May 16, 1861. 
DEAR BROTHER:-—I have just got through 


a little sewing, such as mending my vest 
and sewing buttons on my shirt, which 
came rather awkward at first, but now ] 
can sew quite handy. 


I have received two letters from you, but 


did not have time to write before. I have 
been here thre<i weeks last Sunday, anc 
have been quite well, except three or four 
days in which I had the chills, the first I 
ever had. One: of the chills lasted from 
; half-past eleven to four o'clock, (rather 
^onSi) but took quinine and am well now. 
I am now writing on n piece of board in 
our shanty. When we. first came here we 
had no place to sleep, except in freight cars, 
where wo slept for three or four nights, but 
now we aro in temporary shanties, where 
we shall live till our quarters are made. 
We shall be.in them in a day or two. They 
aro divided into apartments for twelve in a 
mess, and are 10 by 20 feet each room. 


Our rations are as follows: 
Bakers 


bread, coffee, sugar, .molasses, vinegar, pep- 
per, mess pork one day, side meat the next, 
and fresh meat the next, with rice, beans 
and corn meal; this is what we live on. 
We have each one woolen blanket; an In- 
dia rubber one would come handy, but there 
are none here to be got. .Our furniture is 
as follows: one camp kettle, two sheet iron 
pans, a cup, a plate, and a knife and fork 
each.

was driven from there for his Union senti- 
ments, and $1,000 reward has been offered 
for his scalp by the rebels. He says that 
we may be attacked at any moment; but let 
them come I we are ready for them. They 
will find warmer work than they like, if 
they ever capture this place. There is not 
one here but will die before he will let 
them have an inch of free soil, to disgrace 
by their standing on it.

dinner; so good bye. Write soon.

FIVE BOIIDER STATES is THE FEDERAL 


CONGRESS.—It is now settled that both Ken- 
tucky and Maryland will elect representa- 
tives to the extra session of congress, called 
by President Lincoln to convene July 4th. 
Grov. Hicks has 'just issued a proclamation, 
ordering an election of members on Jnrie 
13th. 
Gov. Magoffin issued his proclama- 


tion last week, ordering an election June 
20th. 


The border states of Delaware and Mis- 


souri, as well as Arkansas, have already 
elected their representatives in the coming 
congress—the 37th. There remains only 
Virginia, Tennessee and Norlh Carolina.' 
The 4th Thursday in May is the regular 
congressional election in Virginia. As that 
is the day also for voting upon the ordi- 
nance of secession, and upon the negro tax 
question, it will be an epoch of extraordi- 
nary importance to Virginia. 
The events 


which may take, place in the next three 
weeks, will probably decide the destiny of 
the thirteen Virginia congressmen who are 
to be elected on that day. In any event, 
western Virginia will send representatives 
to Washington—not to Montgomery. That's 
a fixed fact. 


: As for Tennessee and North Carolina, it 
is impossible to predict their final action ; 
but it is pretty certain that neither Gov. 
Harris nor Gov. Ellis, both of whom are 
noted secessionists, •will order any election 
of members to the federal congress of July 
4th. 
These two itates will therefore be un- 


represented in that body. 


THE CONFEDERATE PIRATES.—If the Da- 


vis government had made it an object to 
exasperate northern indignation, and to ex- 
cite disgust and hostility throughout the 
civilized world, no measure could have been 
pitched upon so certain to accomplish that 
object as his scheme of piracy upon north- 
ern commerce. 


The Montgomery congress haa not only 


sanctioned Davis's proclamation, but has 
engrafted upon it an offer of head-money 
as an extra inducement. The bill provides 
that "o bounty shall be paid.by the confed- 
erate states of $20 for each person on board

Editors Gfazette — I noticed in Saturday's 


Evening Gazette that some very patriotic 
Hon. gentlemen had introduced a bill in 
the legislature to extend the suspension of 
specie payment from Dec. 1st to March 1st. 
I think that is decidedly a cool proposition. 
I think the gentleman should have a gold 
medal presented him, or at least he should 
lave the privilege of being duly initiated 
in the oriental order of the O. E. O. I 
should suppose the banks would be satisfied 
with cleaning the people until the first 
of December next, but it seems they are 
not. They want to take one more winter 
tear at them. They want a good share of 
the next crop. At the banker's meeting in 
Milwaukee a short time since, they decided 
•what banks, they would take, and that 
was all right>and perfectly proper. But 
what do we now see they are worth ? They 
have concluded to make them worth 92c, or 
they will sell exchange for 8 per cent. — 
Now then, if th,e money ia worth 92c it is 
worth lOOc. .If they can sell exchange for 
8 per cent they can sell it for one, but of 
courss they would not make so much. The 
trafh of the matter is, that they have put 


^exchange as high as they think the people 
* will possibly stand, and if they can run that 
. for ninety days they can make more out of 


• it than state bonds are worth ; and if at 


the end of this time the bonds are worth- 
less, they will not lose anything, but if they 
are worth what they paid for them that will 
be so much clear gain. The whole truth of 
the matter is, that the banks are paying out 
their money for lOOc on the dollar, and ta- 
king it in at 92c, taxing the people 8 per 
cent for a sinking fund to pay any losses 
they may have on their bonds of the sou- 
thern states. I do not believe the people 
of this state will stand it much longer to 
be tazed in this way.

ry th&t the famous "Floyd," a fifteen inch 
colombiad, was cast.

ed into the United States service. The day 
was a passably pleasant one, and quite a 
number were present to witness the cere- 
monies, which; would have taken place on 
Thursday, had Lient. Mclntyre's orders 
from the .war department reached herein 
time. 
The grounds were thronged on 


Thursday by citizens, in carriages and on 
foot, ia expectation of seeing the soldiers 
mustered,-bat owing to the delay above, 
mentioned, they were disappointed. This, 
I think, accounts for the slim number ia 
attendance yesterday. The dress parade 
was postponed, and at ten o'clock company 
"A," the Milwaukee Light Guard, was 
marched to the parade ground to pass in- 
spection and take the oath, which makes 
the volunteers United States, .soldiers- for 
three months from date. The coinpa.ny 
was sworn in to a man, Next came com- 
pany " B," the Union Rifles,-two of whose 
members refused'the path, amid the groans, 
yells and hisses of their fellow citizens.— 
Ten members.of company "C," the Hori- 
con GuardSjJalso backed out and were like- 
wise treated. 
Company " D,'r the Black 


Yagers passed muster, and so did company 
" E," the Madison Guards, with the excep- 
tion of two of its boys, who also received 
the scornful jeers of the lookers on. Cotn- 
pany "'If," the Beloil City Guard, fell shijrt 
six,"by refusal to take the oath. Company 
" G-," the Kenosha Guard, passed in tcto, 
and so did companies " S," the Black 
Yagers, " I," the Fond du Lac Badgers, 
and "K," the Governor's Guard. _ The 
twenty-men who refused to swear allegiance 
were taken by their various officers, strip- 
ped of their uniforms, and marched from 
the ground, accompanied by squads of sol- 
diers, who jeered them every step. Some 
of these men had very good reasons for 
quitting the service, while others had none 
but {lie length of lime—as though their 
time was to them worth more than the pre- 
servation of their country, their liberty.— 
The vacancies caused by these desertions 
were filled up before .night by true patriots.
